No Freeway to Paradise

It was nearly 40 years ago 
th a t 
A idous H uxley, 
em inent 
novelist and skqitic, w rote an 
essay under the title, “ W anted, 
A New Pleasure.” 
In this essay Mr. Huxley said, 
“ If I were a m illionaire I should 
endow 
a 
band 
of 
research 
Workers to look for the ideal 
intoxicant. If we could sniff or 
swallow som ething that would 
abolish inferiority and atone us 
with 
our 
fellows 
in 
glowing 
exultation of affection and make 
Hfe in all of its aspects seem not 
only w orth living but divinely 
beautiful and significant, and if 
t h i s 
h e a v e n l y 
w o r l d 
-transform ing drug were of such 
kind that we could wake up the 
n ext m orning with a clear head 
and 
undam aged 
constitution, 
then it seems to me that all of 
our problem s would be solved 
and earth would be a paradise.” 
W hether we agree with Mr. 
H uxley’s definition of paradise 
or his m ethod of achieving it, 
one thing m ust be adm itted: 
m ost people are in search of 


some kind of paradise — a world 
where life would be completely 
free of all that is unpleasant and 
painful and where life would be 
filled with undiminished joy and 
tranquility. It should be pointed 
out, however, that Mr. Huxley 
was 
willing 
to 
pay 
for 
his 
paradise. Said he, “ If I had a 
million dollars I would endow 
...” There is evidence, however, 
that m any of our present day 
seekers for paradise are of the 
impression that all one has to do 
to obtain this glorious state of 
Hfe is to dem and it. Indeed, one 
of the conditions of the paradise 
of their choosing would be a 
freedom 
from all 
obligations. 
They 
want 
rew ards 
w ithout 
responsibilities, security w ithout 
sacrifice. 
One of the interesting and 
highly instructive words of our 
language is the familiar word 
“ hitchhike.” 
Its 
origin 
came 
about long before the era of air 
-conditioned 
cars, 
and 
high 
speed freeways. It came into use 
in 
the 
day8 when 
travel on 
horseback was a com m on mode 
of 
transportation, 
‘When 
it 
happened that only one horse 


was available for tw o travelers, 
the plan was for one m an to 
start out on horseback while the 
other began hi* journey on foot. 
When the first rider reached a 
certain point along the way he 
would then hitch the horse and 
proceed to hi kc on foot. 
When 
the 
second 
person 
caught up with the horse he 
would m ount it and continue his 
journey. Once having passed his 
travel com panion he again at a 
predeterm ined point dism ounted 
the horse and hitched it to a 
post 
or 
a 
tree 
while 
he 
proceeded 
on 
foot. 
In 
this 
m anner they would hitch and 
hike until their destination was 
finally reached. Hence the term 
“ hitchhike.” 
For us m oderns, however, 
the 
term conveys a different 
meaning. To hitchhike m eans to 
ask for a free ride. It is to expect 
the advantages and benefits of 
travel w ithout any of the cost. 
Som eone 
else 
pays 
for 
the 
vehicle, the fuel, the tires, the 
taxes, the m aintenance and the 
insurance. H ie hitch -hiker gets 
all the benefits while som eone 
e l s e 
a s s u m e s 
a l l

said, “ I like the sound of the job 
but the last place 1 worked paid 
me m ore.” The interviewer w ent 
on to ask, “ But did you receive 
fringe benefits?” “ Oh yes,” said 
the applicant “ Did you have 
rest periods?” “ Yes.” “ Life and 
h e a l t h 
in su ran ce?” 
“ Yes." 
“ Vacation w ith pay?” Again the 
answer was "Y es." 
H ie applicant went on to 
state that at his previous job he 
also 
received 
a 
substantial 
Christm as 
bonus. 
Som ew hat 
puzzled the interviewer went on 
to ask, "T hen why did you leave 
t h e i r 
e m p l o y m e n t ? ” 
The 
reluctant 
reply 
came, 
“ The 
com pany w ent b ankrupt.” 
Of no less concern is the 
rapidly 
growing 
group 
which 
brings to m ind the case of the 
small boy w ho asked his father if 
he had any work that he could 
do around the house to replenish 
his finances. The father assured 
the boy th at he could think of 
nothing for him to do at the 
m om ent. A fter a brief hesitation 
this m odem child replied, “ Then 
why 
d o n ’t 
you 
p ut 
me on 
relief?” 
There are now more than 
eight m illion people on the relief 
rolls of our nation. H iese receive 
some $6 billion annually. But 
this is only a an all part of the 
story. In addition to these eight 
million there are another 25 to 
30 
m illion 
who 
have 
been 
qualified by the government for 
financial assistance of one kind 
or 
another. 
Hi is means that 
approxim ately one out of every 
six people is being subsidized by 
the government. H ie prediction 
is that it will not be long before 
these 
people 
will 
co6t 
the 
American taxpayer $100 billion 
annually. 
W ithout question, as all of us 
know, there is a need, even a 
desperate need, for some of this 
program. 
There 
are 
families 
which rem ind one of the man 
who said to his boss: “ I really 
would not have asked you for a 
raise if m y kids hadn’t found out 
that other children eat three 
meals a day.” We would be 
guilty of the m ost deplorable sin 
if we failed to realize that even 
in our nation, wealthy as we are, 
theryare those who are too old, 


too young, 
too sick, or too 
uneducated to earn an adequate 
living. Many of them are the 
forgotten 
m em bers 
of 
the 
hum an family. These m ust be 
our collective responsibility. For 
it m ust have been people like 
these 
to whom 
Jesus 
was 
p o i n t i n g 
w h e n 
He 
said, 
“ Inawnuch as ye have done it to 
the least of these ye have done it 
unto m e.” Yes, there are those 
who 
need 
our help. 
Indeed, 
there are som e who should be 
receiving m uch more than we are 
now willing to give them . 
But the deep m ystery lies 
inthe 
fact 
in 
a 
period 
of 
unprecedented 
prosperity 
the 
cost of our relief program is 
rising at a rate m uch faster than 
the growth of our population or 
the gain in our econom y, during 
the past 20 years our population . 
increased by some 40% while the 
num ber o r relief rolls has gone 
up by 98%. Could it be that we 
are gorgetting one of the m ost 
im portant lessons that history 
can teach us; namely, that the 
road 
to 
paradise 
is 
not 
a 
freeway. It is a long, hard, rough 
road and m ost of it is uphill. 
Professor 
S. M. 
Miller 
of 
Syracuse 
University 
saw 
our 
situation quite clearly when he 
w rote: “ Welfare assistance in its 
present form tends to encourage 
d e p e n d e n c e , 
w i t h d r a w a l , 
indifference, and indolence." 
Or, to put it m ore positively, 
th e 
best 
insurance 
against 
poverty is a steady job, a living 
wage, a willingness to w crk, and 
sound 
m anagement 
of 
one’s 
resources. But there is nothing 
new about this. From beginning 
to end the Bible gives strong 
emphasis to this principle as an 
effective rule of Hfe.

national structure. In crime - 
ridden cities Chinese districts 
turned up as islands of peace and 
stability. 
As 
one 
protestant 
pastor of the New Y ork City 
Chinatown said, 
“This is the 
safest place in the city. They 
have a crime rate far below the 
nation’s average.” 
It is reported that New York 
C i t y 
s c h o o l t e a c h e r s 
are 
c o m p e t i n g f o r 
positions 
in 
schools where there is a large 
num ber of Chinese -American 
children enrolled. Few Chinese 
-Americans are getting welfare 
handouts. H iey simply do not 
want them . Instead they place a 
high value on a willingness to 
work often long hours and not 
infrequently for a pay far lower 
than it ought to be. Som ehow 
they have learned that the road 
to paradise is not a freeway, but 
is a long, rough road m ostly 
uphill.

those now complaining of the

On a recent trip through the

Tuskegee Institute. We arrived 
there about mid- morning and to 
our surprise found that the m ost

cam pus was a beautiful m odern 
chapel being 
made ready

dedication. We were told that 
the 
old 
chapel, 
a 
wooden 
structure, was destroyed by fire 
when struck by lightning a few 
years ago. 
For years alumni, 
trustees, and friends labored to 
raise funds and to m ake plans 
for a new religious center and 
chapel. Now they could see the 
fruits of their sacrificial efforts. 
We were profoundly inpressed 
and deeply moved by what we 


heard and saw. 
From the chapel we went to 
the George Washington Carver 
m uK um .

No Freeway to Paradise

In thj« eaaay Mr. Huxley »aid, 
"If I were a m illionaire I should 
endow 
a

p o rk er» to look for the ideal 
intoxicant. If we could »niff or 
swallow som ething that would 
abolish inferiority and atone us 
with 
our 
fellows 
in 
glowing 
exultation of affection and make 
life in all of its aspects seem not 
only worth living but divinely 
beautiful and significant, and if 
t h i s 
h e a v e n l y 
w o r l d 
'transform ing drug were of »uch 
kind that we could wake up the 
next m orning with a clear head 
and 
undam aged 
constitution, 
then it seems to me that all of 
our problem s would be solved 
and earth would be a paradise.” 
W hether we agree with Mr. 
H uxley's definition of paradise 
or his m ethod of achieving it, 
one thing m ust be adm itted: 
m ost people are in search of 


some kind of paradise — a world 
where life would be completely 
free of all that is unpleasant and 
painful and where life would be 
filled with undiminished joy and 
tranquility.
